The application has been amended as follows: 

Rejoin claims 12-15. 

Claims 1-11 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 12-15, directed to the process of making or using an allowable 
product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 3/9/11 
is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined 
inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.

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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As stated previously: 

The independent claims include the limitation of a toothbrush and a method of securing a 
toothbrush having a plate like bristle carrier and a retaining cross piece, wherein there is a space 
defined between the carrier and the cross piece. There is a tufting device comprising a retaining 
part having a flange that is configured to engage the space between the carrier and the cross 
piece. The closest prior art of Waguespack (' 102) teaches a retaining device however fails to 
teach a toothbrush with a space to be engaged by the retaining device.
